thereof, the Prohibitionists have not the 
moral courage to say, Thou shalt not 
drink.“ They know that such a command 
cannot h enforced with clubs and revolvers, 
and for purposes of agitation they whip the 
Devil about the bush and concentrate their 
energies upon the punishmcnt of men who 
simply conform to the economic principle of 
supplying a demand. Meanwhile, all the re- 
ligious, sacial, and personal influences cal- 
culated to reform drunkards are abandoned, 
and the real temperance cause is neglected 
in favor of a delusion and a fraud. 

The same view of the prohibition ques- 
tion also suggests that the champions of 
personal iberty ’’ need not give themselves 
so much concern at the prohibition move- 
ment as they are fnelined to feel. The Pro- 
hibitionists are not striking at “personal 
liberty.” They propose to leave all men and 
women free to drink all the whisky and beer 
they can procure, It might be more or less 
inconvenient to get a drink under a prohibi- 
tion law; a Klass of whisky ntight cost more, 
and might be of inferior quality; but those 
in favor of “personal liberty would still be 
free to get drunk as lords without any in- 
terference by the Prohibitionists or the 
officers of the law.

SIXTH-FLOOR HYGIENE. 

The London Sanitary Congress has settled 
the question of public health, and discovered 
a plan by which every one is to have dry atr, 
perfect drainage, anda pure atmosphere all 
the year round. Many. suggestions have 
been made as to the best methods of getting 
on in the world, but the congress“ plau is to 
get up in the world, and the higher up you 
get the more healthy you will be. It de- 
clares every one must live in the upper 


stories of the house, and the higher up the 


better. On the third story you ean enjoy a 


tolerable degree of health, on the fourth be 


quite robust, but it is not until you reach the 
sixth that continued good health can be 
guaranteed, because, as it says, the air as we 
ascend becomes drier and less exposed to 
changes. Hence it recommends. that houses 
should be built upon open arches, and that 
tenants should be at least six steries up in 
the air, because up there the air is as pure 
and curative as it is on the sea-shore. 

Undoubtedly the sixth-story tenant would 
escape many of the smells and much of the 
filth of the street. In his serene region he 
would have no dust nor the odors of gutters. 
But as sewer-gases are geod climbers. and 
will run up through pipes as easily as rats 
run up through walls, no matter how high 
the pipes ascend, how is, he to keep the 
sewer-gas from chasing him? We know that 
in houses ventilated by stand-pipes running 
through roofs or out of chimneys the foul 
air rushes out with great force and cheerful 
alacrity. 

The theory of the congress may be correct, 
but is it altogether practical? How are we 
to get up to the sixtn story? Wecannot all 
of us afford elevators. However healthy the 
sixth story thay be, six flights of stairs would 
soon undermine the constitution of a 
buffalo. Ladders are not available except 
for people with very steady heads. What 
is goihg to be done With all the lower sto- 
ries? Landlords would never consent to so 
much waste room, and the poor, who are the 
ones, most in need of sanitary assistance, 
can’t afford to build six-story houses. Then. 
again, peoplé are never contént to be on a 
level with each other. If average humanity 
‘is to live on the sixth floor, high-toned people 
will be going upto the tenth, and the creme 
de la creme will never be content till it gets 
up to the gixteenth, so that it can look down 
upon the others; and at last we shall find 
the Mackays and Vanderbilts rivaling the 
builders of the Tower ef Babel in their ef- 
forts to fly higher than the plebelaris—per- 
haps ultimately residing in gorgeous bal- 
loons, though anchered te the same ordi- 


‘mary ground that holds the underlings. 


In fact, this appears to be the despair 
of the situation. If we had Mahomet’s 

mare, El Borak, we cottid live anywhere 
we pleased iu the air, but being of the earth, 
earthy, we apparently must be “contented 
with living on it So Jong as sewer-gas ex- 
ists and is sufliciently acrobatic wo climb a 
pipe it will chase us to the sixth or the Six- 
teenth story. If the congress had hit upon 
some plan to do away with this superfluous 
subterranean luxury, or to restrain its up- 
ward tendency, it would have conferred a 
practical benefit upon magkind. It is a very 
little consolation. to a poor déytl who, after 
years of had work and economy, secures 
enough to build a Gne-story cottage, to tell 
him that he ought to build his house on 
arches nnd live in the sixth story. 

As long as sewer-gas flies upward man is 
born to trouble. Perhaps some day some 
method may be found to render sewer-gas 
innocuous, Certainly the rats who live in 
sewers are much healthier than any other 
animals. It Isa reproach to sefencé and a 
scandal to the theory of the survival of the 
fittest that robust mau suecumbs to an invis- 
ible agency upon which even a rat thrives. 
We see no practical benefit arising from the 
London Congress’, sixth-story scheme, ex- 
cept immunity from tramps, house<door beg- 
gars, and fashionable callers,

THE TREATY OF KILMAINHAM.

DISTRESS IN COUNTY CLARE, IRELAND. 

Dupuy, Nov. 4—The Irish Times corre- 
spondent says: Great distress exists in the 
County Clare, owing to the failure of the po- 
tato crop, an 6épidemic among the pigs, and 
the dear prices demanded for all articles of 
food, which are caused by the taxes levied on 
farmers by the Crimes act, and which has 
proved a very heavy burden, The county 
presents a most melancholy and uninviting 
appearance. Fields and megdows are del- 
uged with water; men, women, and chil- 
dren, and pigs, calves, cows, dogs, and 
chickens, all are herded together in one con- 
glomerate mass, in miserable dwellings unfit 
tor the habitation of any hnuman being. The 
parish priest at Miltown-Inelbag writes a 
gloomy letter to the Dublin Freeman’s Jour- 
nal, stating that before two months have 
passed at least 100 families of the poorer peo- 
ple in his parish will be utterly destitute and 
compelled to depend on charity for sus- 
tenance. He appeals for aid to prevent them 
from starving.” . |

A REPORT TO ENGLISH BONDHOLDERS. 

Lonpown, Nov. 2—The report of Messrs. 
Allport and Swarbrick to the bondholders of 
the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio Rail- 
road Company recommends that negotiations 
be opened with the New York, Lake Erie & 
Western Railroad Company for a pooling ar- 
rangement by the terms of which each com- 
pany shall receive profits proportionate to 
its mileage and shall contribute also propor- 
tionately to the working expenses. In ease of 
a failure to make an arrangement with the 
New York, Lake Erie & Western Company 
the report recommends the extension of the 
line so as to obtain a portion of the seaboard 
traffic and a partial combination with other 
roads running to Cleveland, in order to de- 
stroy the present ruinous competi and 
effect a gradual rising of rates. The docks 
and machinery for discharging iron-ore at 
Cleveland should also be extended, and a 
freehold should be purchased on the expira- 
tion of the lease of the Cleveland premises.

ARDITIONAL PASSENGER-CARS.. 

The report also recommends that the compa- 
ny have equal rights and powers with the 
New York, Lake Erie & Western Company 
in existing lines, and any that the latter 
may become interested in, the two lines to 
be considered integral parts of the same s- 
tem. A pooling arrangement is recommend- 
ed if absolute fusion is not feasible.. The 
agreement should be for a long term, both 
companies binding themselves not to enter 
into any agreement injurious to the other. 

Messrs. Allport an Swarbrick further 
state that of possibly $72,500,000 by which 
the capital has been increased since 1870 
they could on! J trace $8,500,000 which by any 
possibility could have added to the value of 
the property, the remainder having been con- 
sumed in bonuses, discounts, capitalized in- 
terest, and every other variety ef financial 
device for meeting liabilities by increasing 
the amount of indebtedness.

THE FUGITIVE PASHAS. 

Lonpown, Nov. 4.—The Governor of Crete 
has telegraphed the Khedive that, by order 
of the Porte, the prisoners Mussaelket 
Pasha, Hassan Pasha, Sulieman Pasha, and 
Daoub Pasha, who were arrested at Candia, 
after a hurried flight and pursuit trom Cairo, 
and who were implicated in the burning of 
Alexandria and the scene of pillage and 
slaughter which accompanied it, will be 
surrendered to the Egyptian Government 
for punishment. The Sultan prefers to let 
the authorities of Egypt deal with them, 
rather than make an exceptional case of 
their trial.

Kaiser Wilheim, His Son, His Grand- 
son, and His Greatgraudson, 
Dresden Uorrespondence New York World. 

One wondered, when the military labors— 
for following the maneuvres of an army 
corps on horseback is no holiday work—and 
the amuseinents of the week were over, 
whether the Emperor did not heave a sigh of 
relief and wish that he might for once travel 
about a bit without being subjected to rep- 
etitions ot scenes that he must have assisted 
ata thousand times before. But those who 
know say he does nothing of the kind. He 
is as eager for amusement and as easily 
amused as a boy, and after a long day of 
varied festivities willask whether that is all 
ip a most regretfdl way. Truly not only an 
iron constitution but a healthy and elastic 
spirit must be conceded to a man of 85 to 
whom his long labors and his satisfied ambi- 
tion have left so fresh and childlike a nature. 
His old doctor—almost as old as himself, and 
the only physician the Kaiser will trust to 
regulate his daily life—reported to a friend 
of mine while here the difficulty he had in 
making him remember that he was no longer 
40 years of age. Lis appetite for forbidden 
delicacies is as boyish as his appetite for 
parades and fétes. Even when he is taking 
the “cure” at Euis and the strictest regimen 
should be required of him,he is not willing 
to do without a lobster for his daily break- 
fast. One wonders not only that he but that 
his responsible physician has lived so long. 

If one were to pick out of all the families 
in the world one which would by its physical 
appearance do honor to the greatést of con- 
temporary thrones, one could not find a bet- 
ter than this Hohenzollern race. Their 
strength and manly beauty are famous amid 
the royal houses of Europe, so generally far 
from healthy or handsome. What the Em- 
peror looks like is well known—a perfect 
pictare of a monarch a soldier, the most 
splendid specimen of kingly old a one 
could conceive. His son is almost as impos- 
ing and even handsomer in feature, with a 
beauty which-no plainness of apparel could 
detract from and which the utmost gorgeous- 
ness of a la uniform seems but 
rightly to adorn. One often hears the 
fact regretted, therefore, that this splen- 
did Hivbhenzollern stock has been injured 
by his marriage with Queen Victoria’s 
daughter. For that it has been injured one 
sees very plainly looking at the young Prince 
William, who is the next heir to the throne, 
and whose little son, born some months ago, 
completes the unusual spectacle of four liv- 
ing generations in direct male descent. He 
is not a Hohenzollern at all in his looks, un- 
fortunately, but a true child of his mother 
and grandmother. Moreover he is infirm as 
well as unbeautiful in body. One of his 
arms is either stunted or paralyzed, and from 
his face one cannot predict a continuance of 
either the sound sense or warlike ability or 
firm character of his elders. However, he is 
very young and may Improve, and perhaps 
his little son will be more of a Hohenzoliern 
and less of an Englishman. His brother 
Henry, now about 15 and a naval officer, 
is far better to look at—Hohenzollern 
through and through—and gives one the im- 
pression of being both stronger and cleverer. 
Of course, when the above-mentioned baby 
was about to make its entry into the world 
there was much apprehension lest it should 
prove a girl. Not only the natural wish on 
such occasions prevailed but also the desire 
that the four generations might complete 
themselves in the masculine line. hese 
German Princes, stately though they are on 
State occasions, are buergerlich enough in 
their private lives—one great reason why 
they are beloved by their people.

Stringent Provisions to Insure an 
Honést Vote and a Fair 
Count. 


How They Will Be Enforced by Mar- 
shal Jones and His Assist- 
ants Tuesday. | 
The arrangements for carrying out the 


United States election laws in Chicago Tues- 
day were farther advanced, yesterday, and 


‘have now deen reduced to adegree of sys- 


tem never égualed in this particular section 
of thécountry. United States Marshal Jones 
met his Chief Deputies, Captains, and As- 
sistant Marshals at the Grand Pacific at noon 
yesterday, and instructed them in their duties 
on é@lection-day. Tne Chiefs, it will be re- 
membered, are four in number, each having 
charge of a Congressional Distriet—C. II. 
Witlett in the First, C. E. Piper 
in the Second, Jolin Hoffman in 
the Tliird, and Col. Wiley S. Scribner in the 
Fourth. The Captains, one for each ward, 
are recommended by the Chiefs and ap- 
pointed by the Marshals. Marshal Jones 
read to his aids the private but very strong 
INSTRUCTIONS FROM ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
BREWSTER 

and the statntes goveriiing the subject of 
elections tor members of Congress. The 
lists of Deputies were carefully scanned and 
revised in spots, — in the Finerty 
and the Dunham districts, Oy replacing some 
of the weak brethren with stronger and 
more vigorous men, ess amenable 
to the methods of the gentle bulldozer than 
those already appointed. A number of addi- 
tional Deputies were also appointed to serve 
at the hard“ precincts in the Finerty dis- 
trict, where the boasted tacticsof the Sheri- 
dan *‘ knockers” furnished full justification 
for their employment.

A Jaunt into Arizona and Old 
Mexico. 


A Tripcne reporter had a protracted con- 
versation with Senator Logan yesterday 
about his recent trip to the Southwest, and, 


in getting much interesting information, 
whigh is given herewith in narrative form. 
st spring,” said the Senator. I nad a 
very severe attack of sciatic rheumatism, 
which confined me to my bed for several 
weeks, and when I got up I was advised by 
my physician to go off somewhere and rest 
during the summer and fall, as that was the 
only way I could recover my health. 80 J 
coneluded to go to New Mexico. I went 
first to Santa Fé, the Capital 
the Territory. It is a very old Spanish tow®, 
has about 7,000 inhabitants, and is a very in- 
teresting place. I spent several days there 
looking at the buildings, and sawa church 
which is supposed to have been built 200 
yearsago. It contains some very quaint paint- 
ings that are very interesting to the tourist. 
From Santa Fé we went to the Hot Springs 
of -Las Vegas—a very beautiful locality. 
‘There is an excellent hotel—the Montezuma 
win fine grounds. The springs are situ- 
ated about seven miles from old Las Vegas 
—a Mexican town, which is being American- 
ized so far as houses are concerned. 
a great many of the people 
— majority 1 think—are Amer 
cans. It has improved very much 
in the last two or three years, and has now 
large wholesale stores and banking iustitu- 
tions—evidences of prosperity. I received 
nome benefit from bathing in tho waters. 
After remain re a week I decided 
to visit the different military posts and 
some of the Indian reservations in that part 
of the country, 
I WENT FIRST TO FORT UNION, 
some thirty-five miles north of the springy 
and ned there a day. 1 looked at 
buildings and stores, examined the location, 
ami Gen. McKenzie, Who is in command of 
= — — t. inspected — — — 
roo v me an opportunity wit- 
pnd gg hall and discipline. 1 found 
the fort in very good condition, the 
officers to be gentlemen. and the men of 
soldierly bearing. The fort is on the plains, 
convenient to water, and, being a Northern ; 
-. border, ought to be enlarged, as it would be 
a Splendid place to quarter-a considerable 
number of troops, there being fine grounds 
7 . infantry and cavalry, and splen- 
did ss tor grazing horses. Keturning to 
Santa Fé, in a day or two we went to an In- 
dian town some. ten or twelve miles out—a 
Pueblo town, with some two or three hun- 
dred inhabitants. It is said by some to be 
100 years old. ‘The Indians in the Territory 
Jive in small towns—some of them are in 
Arizona—and are generally engaged in 
making crude pieces of pottery which are 
d ted throughout the country ascuri- 
osities. Their bouses are built of mud, and 
they enter them from the top, where there is 
a hole which they reach by a ladder. Three 
or four houses are constructed one on top of 
the other, buteach one is seta little back, 
the roofs forming a sort of terrace. The In- 
dians raise a little corn, melons, and fruit, 
‘are very quiet and peaceable, having no 
difficulties or disturbances with the Awmeri- 
‘or Spaniards. Some live almost by 
mselyes, though they take wood and 
other thmgs to Santa Fé. Subsequent- 
ly T traveled on the Atlantic & 
Railroad to within sixty miles of 
Prescott, in Arizona. After passing through 
Albuquerque and over 150 miles of plains, 
we came toa very fertile region, Well tim- 
bered, and of invitrng appearance. Laving 
reached the end of the road at Williams 
Mountain, we went to Fort Wingate, where 
Gol. Bradley, of Chicago, is in command. It 
br y located. Water and grass are 
abundant, and there is plenty of timber on 
the mountains just in rear of the 
The fort is about three mile< 
rom the railroad. Five companies of 
— 1 B a two of cavairy are stationed 
there. In my judgment this post ought also 
to be enlarged so as to accommodate about 
ten companies. It is not very tar from the 
Navajo Reservation, and, by means of the 
railroad, troops can be conveniently thrown 
in almost any direction, if necessary.

The 
Indians live in what me called hogans” 
—little pieces ot wood stuck in the ground 
and brush thrown on top for aroof. The 
Navajoes, however, are a wealthy tribe, own- 
ing large herds of sheep, and a great part of 
the peuple are not on their reservation, but 
in Arizona, on the banks of the Uncoin- 
in osder te get water for their stock. 
raise some corn, which they plant by 
a hole in the ground and pouring 
grain in, there being no other 
cultivation except putting à little water 
on the rround. If these Indians were 
kept within their reservation, in my 
udgment, we would have great trouble with 
tribe. There are 16,000 or 18,000 of them in 
all, and they are — — but if 
forced on to their reservation they would re- 
sist. Sanalaumcnha, the oldest Chief, told me 
that in the winter time when they were all on 
their reservation the snow was very heavy for 
two or three montlis, and the majority of theug 
had to give snow to the stock, water being so 
gente: if compelled to rely on what 
they raised on the reservation would

In the yard of the agency were three wag- 
ons, and ope of them had stood there in the 
sun so long that it was falling to pieces. 
There was a great quantity of goods on hand 
—wore than was necessary. I was told 
that there had been a school there, 
and I was shown the place where 
it was, but 1 couldn't find a man, woman, or 
child who spoke five words of English. or 
knew A from Z. These Indians have 
LIVED IN THEIR PRIMITIVE WAY 


for at least two centuries, all the time peace- 
ably, and never had an Agent until recently, 
and I can’t see what use there is for one un- 
less it be to protect them from other Indians. 
Two white men are living on the top of that 
mossa—one of them a doctor and the other an 
ex-clerk in the Agent’s office. They seemed 
to have no particular business there, but 
claimed that their purpose was to discover 
the traditions of the people. If they have 
any traditions 1 couldn't discover them, for 
none of the Indians I saw could tell meany- 
thing that occurred before his father and 
mother lived—where they came from, or who 
they were. They are a very curious peo- 
ple—innocent, inoffensive, ignorant, and de- 
graded.to the lowest degree. The Zuni are 
said to be the most intelligent of all the 
tribe. Their village is about 150 miles from 
the lLroquois, and south of Fort Wingate. 
The houses are built of mud, and one on top 
of the other up to ve stories. A 
great deal has been written about these 
Indians—their peculiar religion and 
secret organizations—but failed to 
make any discoveries in that direction. There 
isachurch in the village, erected by the 
Jesuits when the Spanish were in possession 
of the country, and it has two quaint old 
bells on top; but the church is not used for 
the purpose of expounding the Gospel and 
teaching Christianity to the Indians, but is a 
sheep-pen. and it is so fithy that no human 
being would enter it more than once, and 
then merely to gratify his curiosity. 1 found 
there a school-house built by the missiona- 
aries, with furniture of the best quality, but 
it was piled up in one corner with books and 
slates. In the middle of the floor 
was a lar bell, but no church 
to put it on. didn’t find any Indians who 
could speak English, nor any that had been 
taught anything. They are very quiet, peace- 
able, and orderly, but very fiithy. The whole 
village is a shee n, and is one of the dirti- 
est places I waStver in. The people herd 
sheep, raise a little corn and fruit, and make 
pottery and baskets which they sell to visit- 
ors. They also trade with other tribes of In- 
dians. The curious pottery that is found all 
over the country is made in great measure 
in this town of Zuni, as itis more conven- 
ient to white people than the villages of the 
Moguis. . Large quantities of the pottery 
have been purchased from the Zunis by the 
Geological Survey and putin the National 
Museum at Washington. 
AFTER LEAVING ZUNI 


I went to Fort Cummings, which is situated 
about six miles from the Atchison & Topeka 
Railroad, near the mouth of Cook’s Canon, 

More white men have been murdered in that 

canon by Indians within the. last twenty 

years than in almost any other place in the 
whole country. The postis commanded by 

Col. Forsythe, of Chicago, an affable and 

agreeable gentleman, and his officers and 

soldiers were in as good a condition as they 
could be, located as they are. The quarters 
are insufficient, and most of the companies 
were living in tents. There ought not to 
be more than one r two companies 
at this fort, which isa kind of outpost, and 
good quarters ought to be provided for 

number of men. Fine water is procured 
from a spring, which also supplies the rail- 
way station, the water flowing tie six miles 
through iron pines. I went from there to 

Fort Bayard, forty-five miles distant, com- 

manded by Col. Misner. After we passed 

through Cook’s Cafion we came into a plain 
as beautiful as an Illinois prairie, covered 
with the finest quality of grass; and about 
midway between the two forts is a large 
spring, the water coming out of the top 
of a hull, formed by the sediment—a 
kind oftufa. The sp is about twelve 
feet across, and the water boils right up. Its 
temperature is about 140 degrees. A man by 
the name of Hudson who lives there keeps 

a country hotel and has a number of baths. 

It is an agreeable place to stop at. We also 

passed two or three other large springs 

whose temperature varied fram 110 to 130 de- 

N Fort Bayard is situated in the foot- 
ills, on asmall stream of good water, and 

is surrounded by mountains. There is plenty 

of grass there, and it makes excellent hay. 

Taken altogether, it is the most beautiful 

spot I saw in New Mexico. The post ought 

to be enlarged so as to accommodate twelve 
companies, as it is healthy and there is 
GOOD WATER AND FINE GRAZING; 

and itis also near enough to the railroad to 

throw troops whenever they might be needed. 
From there we traveled into Arizona to 
what are known as the Clifton Copper Mines, 

on the San Francisco River, going across 
from Lordsburg, on the Southern Pacific, 
some eighty miles,and up the Gila River 
traveling through a picturesque country, and 
passing within a few miles of the Carlisle 
gold mine—a very rich mine, owned, I was 
told, by gentlemen living in Chicago. The 
copper wines are in a wild country—very 
high mountains, rugged and timberless—but 
they are said to be veryrich. A Scoteh com- 

pany recently bought them for $3,000,000,and a 
railroad from Lordsburg is in contempla- 
tion. In gone over the ground it struck 
me that a railroad would pay, as we were 
never out of sight of teams hauling coke, 
copper, machinery, and goods that are 
necded ina mining camp. Along the Gila 
River is where the Indian raid was made a 
‘ear ago. andb a good many people were 
cilled in the valley, and it was in routing a 
portion of these Indians that Col. Forsythe 
made his great reputation as an Indian 
fighter. 

After devoting two days to the mines 
gen. Atkinson, Capt. Laughton, a gen- 
eman named Mctonnell, and myself 
who were traveling to er, returne 
to Lordsburg and the South- 
ern Paciffé to Tucson. After looking 
around the southern portion of Arizona we 
went on to Nelson by way of the mills that 
crush the ore from ‘Tombstone, and thence 
down to the Mexican line, going through a 
rich valley, said to de, however, 
very unbealthy. At line we 
took a wagon and traveled some ten 
niles at night to where the railroad had been 
completed from Guaymas, on the way to 
make connection at Sonora with the line that 
runs down from Nelson to that point. The 
first large town we visited was Magdalena— 
a place said to be two centuries old, with 
some 6,000 inhabitants. 


THE FETE OF SAINT FRANCISCO 
was just over when we got there. The saint 


“Is in the town, or rather a pilaster cast of 


him, and, strange as it may seem, 
we were told by reputable’ citizens 
that people had come from San Fran- 
cisco. and the City of Mexico—in fact, 
from “ae State in Mexico—for the 
purpose of aying their hands on the plaster- 
cast, in order. they might have health 
and strength, and that their sins might be 
forgiven. I went to see the saint, who is 
kept in a niche in a oy 4 old church. The 
east is full-si and said to have been 
there 150 P eg It is taken out once a year 
during fete, The tradition connected 
with itis a very @trange ope, and, stranger 
still, the people there believe it. The saint, 
it appears, died 150 years or so ago in

After we had examined the 
image to our entire satisfaction, we wan- 
dered around the city jabbered bad 
Spanish to the Mexicans. en we took the 
train and went tb Hermose, the capital, 
the next day 8 on to Guaymas, a sub- 
stantially-built place, with a very an- 
cient appearance. It is on Guaymas 
Bay, and considerable business is done, ships 
coming up through the Gulf of Calitornia. 
There is quite a trade with the Indians and 
the Spaniards and the people living down on 
the gulf. Quite a number of rich people, 
said to be Jews, live there. The population 
is made up mainly of Indians and Spaniards. 
Since the railroad was built the place has 
changed very much, and there has been a 
marked effect on the population, which is 
changing very rapidly, quite a number of 
Americans having gone in there, and there ts 
certainly a prospect of Guaymas being 
quite a city some day. bay i 
beautiful sheet of water, and seems 
to te alive with all kinds of fish. The oct- 
pus, or devil fish, is one of them, and they 
are said to be dangerous at times, so much so 
that the people are atraid of them. Quite a 
number of enormous size have been captured. 
After traveling around in the mountains we 
returned to Hermosillo, and found a first- 
class Mexican revolution going on. Gen. 
Reyes. the Mexican General, and Col. Gar- 
cias were there with their troops from 
Chihuahua, occupying one part of the city, 
and Gov. Ortez was occupying another with 
his troops. The Governorclaimed that Reyes 
had come there to depose him, and Reyes 
that he had not. Their troops were in close 
proximity, and held in corrals with guards 
at the entrance. We called on both the Goy- 
ernor and Gen. Reyes, and while we were 
there we expected a collision, but Col. Mor- 
ley, the Superintendent of the road from 
Guaymas up to the United States line, pro- 
posed to have a great blow-out

and he itvited Gen. Crook, of Arizona, the 
Governor of Arizona, the Governor of 
Sonora, and Gen. Reyes to Pp 
ent. I was told that belligerent o 
erations were suspended on account of this 
invitation. Since leaving there, I noticed in 
the paper two 
was connected there Was a fight, and Gen. 
Reyes drove the Governor out and put an- 
other mian—Escalanto—in power. While 
there we traveled into the country and 
visited some mines and cattle ranches. The 
country is excellent, and some of the mines 
are very rich. Almost all the tropical fruits 
are grown in Sonora, also a sugar-cane 
similar to what we grow in Louisiana; and 
this sugar cane and fruit and melons 
make up the principal food of 
the people. The inhabitants are guiet, 
generqus and hospitable in every way accord- 
ing to their means. Hermosillo is a beauti- 
ful city for Mexico. There are some fine 
stores, and quite a trade is done. St. Miguel 
River runs through the centre of it, and on 
the banks there are some fine orchards. The 
climate down there is exceedingly warm. 
Guaymas is the hottest place I ever was in. 
Some parts of Sonora are very rich—the por- 
tions where there are streams of water—but 
the major part of itis arid, sterile, and bar- 
— with but little timber, and naked mount- 
ains. 

left Santa Fé for home by way of Fort 
Leavenworth. There I remained for two 
days. Fort Leavenworth is the most beau- 
tiful post in whole West. Gen. Pope has 
been in command of the Department of the 
Missouri and stationed at this fort for several 
years, and has made great changes in it. He 
is now building quarters for troops in addi- 
tion to the ones already completed. Myself 
and wife were entertained by Gen. Pope and 
his lady. While we were there he received 
information of his promotion to Major-Gen- 
eral, and it did not seem to displease him to 
any extent. We witnessed the trial shoot- 
ing of the best marksmen from dif- 
ferent portions of the army. in order 
to make up the armv team. It was excellent 
and very exciting. We also witnessed a shath 
battle between the cavalry and a battery of 
artillery, which was very interesting, the 

ovements being performed with great 
alacrity. Gens. Sherman, Sheridan, and 
many army officers were there at the time. 
There is a school for officers at Fort Leaven- 
worth under charge of Col. Otis, and quite a 
number of officers are in attendance, one, 
1 think, from each regiment, undergoing in- 
struction. This promises to be a fine school. 
There is also at this post a military prison, 
with some 400 prisoners from the atmy, 
under the charge of Col. Blunt, of the 
Quartermaster’s Department, and it is one 
of the best-conducted prisons I ever visited. 
Shoes, boots, hemp-brooms, chairs, ete., are 
made for the army. All of these articles are 
of the best quality, and mere is a great sav- 
ing to the Government, as the only cost is 
the price of the raw material. I cannot go 
into detail about these matters, but there is 
no post of the army that is doing more for 
the benefit of the army than this one. A 
finer set of officers and ladies than are at this 
ost cannot be found anywhere. I left Fort 
zavenworth for home and arrived here in 
good heaith and spirits.” 


GUITEAU’S BONES. 


A Midnight Besurrection from a Jan 
Yard—How the Doctors Treated the 
Captured Corpse—The Skeleton in 
Prime Order for Articulation. 

Washington Star. 

The story of the resurrection of Gui- 
teau has never yet been fully detailed. Be- 
fore the day for the execution arrived, it had 
been arranged that the body would not re- 
main many days in the grave. The Rev. Dr. 
Hicks, to whom Guiteau had given his body, 
determined in his own miud that the Army 


Medical Museum would be the only safe 
place for it. Dr. Scathirt, the anatomist 
of the museum, being satisfied 
that the body would eventually 
find its way to the museum, when 
he went to the jail on the day of the execu- 
tion was prepared to at least partially em- 
balm the body, and at the autopsy prepared 
the fleshy portions of the head, the abdomen 
and thorax, so that the remains would no 
become too much decomposed ere they 
reached the museum. The brains having 
been taken out, the top of the skull was re- 
placed, and the scalp, which had been drawn 
down over the face, was drawn back to its 
proper place, and the body, with the excep- 
tion of a blue spot on each temple where the 
scalp was hinged, presented a rfectly 
natural appearance when it was again placed 
in the coflin, in which it was interred the fol- 
lowing day in the basement room of the east 
wing of the jail. 

The arrangements for the resurrection and 
removal were quietly made on Monday, July 
3. On the night in question, about 9 o’ciock, 
Schafhirt and Dr. S. C. Lovejoy pro- 
ceeded to the jail. The iron doorway lead- 
ing to the basement being opened, Mr. Russ 
and Dr. Shafhirt went in, Dr. Lovejoy stop- 

ing at the door and Capt. Coleman outside. 
There was no lantern used, but Mr. Russ 
lighted one match after another, and it was 
found that a colored man had dug out the 
earth, exposing the top of the coffiu, around 
which the earth—which was of mixed s 
and gravel—had been tightly rammed, and it 
was found 8 to use a crowbar and 
pick to loosen it. Then others of the party 
camein.

-LAppincott’s for November contains an article 
by Frank D. Y. Carpenter on “ Vom Pedro's Do- 
minion,” which will please the Brazilians even 
less than Mr. Bigelow's paper in the last Har- 
er's on the railway invasion of Mexico has 
pleased the Mexicans. The article is in the 
shape of a conversation between an elderly for- 
eigner, long resident in Brazil, and a young man 
who draws him out. The old cynic begins bis 
plaint with domestic service, which, it seems, is 
worse even than it was in the United States a 
generation ago, if we may judge by the alleged 
fact that in hotels the first six rings (of the 
bell) don’t count,” the servants generally answer- 
ing Only on the seventh. To pass to more serious 
subjects, the Brazilians cannot pay their debts, 
or even the interest on them; the upper classes 
are “shiftiess, proud, and poor“; taxation is 
oppressive, being laid both on imports and ex- 
ports. The population is grossly provincial, as 
the story of the persecution of the Paris phy- 
‘scian brought out to attend the Emperor's 
daughter shows; and science is in such a very 
rudiamentary stage that the Directors of the 
Nationai Museum published an elaborate ac- 
count, accompanied by finely-drawn plates. of 
a very peculiar zodlogical specimen—a new dis- 
covery—which, on being taken to Boston by the 
Emperor, was found to be nothing more nor 
less than a tadpole. in society the tone of con- 
versation is very loose: the young man men- 
tions his being casually asked by his partner at 
u ball whether he had brought his ama with 
him to the hotel at which he was staying. 
Dom Pedro is represented as a titied

A Telephone Experiment, 
Transcript. 


with a view to testing the practicability of un- 
derground electric communication, purpose to 
construct a series of tunnels arranged and 
adapted as follows: A trench four feet deep 
will be dug in the middle of the street; and 
therein will be set. on a thick course of cement, 
and also covered with cement, four tour-inch 
wrought-iron pipes; and above them still un- 
other set of four. The cement, it is boped, will 
protect the cabies, which will be carried through 
the tubes, from influence of moisture, 

natural to perfect § insulation. 
These iron pipes: can be tagged, in the 

manner as the gas and water pipes, 
wherever a wire.is needed for individual 
service. Several devices for cables have been 
submitted tothe company. One of those which 
bave met with most favor is a lead tube inclos- 
ing wires covered with parafiine. Another is a 
cable made of small copper wire wound with 
India-rubber, with an outer covering of gal- 
vanized wire. The two experimental lines. 
which will run from the company’s office at the 
corner of Franklin and Pearl streets to State 
street, aud up Franklin to Washington street, 
will, it is hoped, be ready for service in three 
weeks. The resuits of the experiments will be 
anxiously awaited by all who use the electric 
force forany purpose. The company at least 
deserves the general gratitude for its effo to 
rid the highways of the unsigutly and dafiger- 
ous network of wires.

Sexton and Hoechster. 

Austin O. Sexton at last bas a running-mate 
in his race for tne Legisiature in tme Sixth Sena- 
torial District. The Demooratic machine man- 
agers have insisted that it would come at last, 
and it has, and there will be the deuce to pay 
and no piten bot over on the North Side from 
now until Tuesday night. The Campaign Com- 
mittee devoted nearly six bours yesterday to an 
attempt to conviace Mr. Sexton and bis friends 
on the committee that the Sixth District could 
elect two Democrats as easily as the Campaign 
Committee can tell a Me dy the type- 
writer, provided always the vote was di- 
vided with even tulerabie fairness. Lo- 
renz Brenta Car om, and others 
of the inuch-talked-of Committee of Nine from 
the North Side bolstered up the arguments of 
Lieb and the other advecates of the extra- man 
idea by insisting that the Germans would flock 
to the support of a German, elect him, and Sex- 
ton too, dnd leave one of the Republicans at 
home. Mr. Sexton was slow to accept the argu- 
mem, and Sam Chase and others were even 
slower. The war of words was uually terwi- 
nated by the decision of a majority of the com- 
mittee to put on Emil Hoechster, who bas been 
a Democrat and a Republican, but who recently 
turned another somerset oa being tired out of 
the Post-Ollice, and has since been stumping 
for the Democracy down in indiana. Mr. 
Hoechster was present at. the meeting and ex- 
pressed his gratificution at the result. Mr. Sex- 
ton acquiesced, for the good of the pafty, but 
his friends rathé: more than intimated that the 
object of the scheme was to cut bis throat, po- 
litically speaking, and that they wouldn't stand 
it 


Later in the day the backers of the extra man 
got together and fulminated au address to the

Hoechster’s polit- 
ical record, too, gives thema plausible excuse 
for further retusu te recognize the commit 
tee’s interference in the matter. They say, with 
some bitterness, that Hoechster hus oniy been 
a Democrat, in recent years, since he. was 
bounoed from the Post-Office, t he bas no 
sort of claims to Demeocratic sup rt. and that 
so far as they are concerned he will not get any. 
Altogether re are prospects of a family row 
on the North Side exceeding in interst anything 
that bas been knownin siative disturbances 
in this city for yeara.

. Finerty’s Becora 
[(Communie ited, | 

A great deal of misrepresentation aas been in- 
duiged in by persons interested in opposing John 
F. Finerty’s candidacy for Congress in the Sec- 
ond District ip regard to his Irish and American 
record, With respect to the former, he has ever 
been engaged in the cause of Irish nationality. 
He was compelled to leave Ireland when less 
than 18 years old on account of his political 
opinions, and, coming to this country, served a 
term in the Union army putting down the slave- 
holders’ rebellion, After the expiration of his 
service he devoted himself to the organization 
of his countrymen, who were then preparing a 
concerted attack on Great Britain and her col- 
ontes. He accompanied Gen. W. F. Lynch, of 
the Fifty-ei¢ehth IIlinois Volunteers, who com- 
manded the brigade intended to operate against 
the English in Canada, by way of Fort Erie, as 
an aide, in June, 1866, and carried dispathces to 
Gen. O'Neill when that officer was fighting the 
British iu front of Buffalo. 

He took no active part in the second invasion 
of Canada, because he believed it was madness 
under the circumstances—an opinton which the 
subsequent failure near St. Albans Verified. He 
wentto Malone, bowever, and by strenuous ex- 
ertions succeeded, when all the officers had been 
arrested, in having the men returned to their 
homes, through the influence of Gov. Hoffman, 
of New York, Gen. Hunt, who commanded the 
United. States forces to preserve neutrality, 
threatened him with arrest. He disregarded the 
threat, made a speech on the market square of 
Malone to both the Irish and American soldiers. 
counseling order and fraternity, and succeeded 
in converting Gen. Hunt, the famous command- 
er of the Union artillery at Gettysburg, to his 
views. For the past sixteen years he has do- 
voted himself to the profession which his father 
pursued—journalism, Ascorrespondent of Chi- 
cago papers he accompanied the column of Gen.

left. Searceiy nad he returned from this cam- 
paign when be joined Gen. Merritt in bis march 
through Colorado to the retief of the remnant of 
2 Thoraburg’s command, besieged by Ute 
Indtaus on Milk River. 

Thus he travetsed the American continent 
north and south from Vera Cruz to Woody 
Mountains within the space of a few months, 
taking in two lndian campaigus as mere mei- 
dentais. From that time on de was constantly 
traveling in the Western Territories, unless 
when engagéd as editorial correspondent in 
Wasbington, commenting on the proceedings of 
Congress. also made a compiete tour of all 
the Southern States previous to the last Presi- 
dential election. and bis communicauons were 
copied into every journal in the land. His 
latest important expedition was the exploration 
of the Canadian Pacific and Northern Pacific 
Railroads, He traversed the latter from end to 
eu ing over the unsurveyed ron on 
horseback, through an unbroken wilderness, and 
accompanied only by a single attendgot. He 
wrote up the of the Pacitic coast, includ- 
ing Vancouv r'’s Island and California.

Civil-Service Reform—Views of Cand. 
dates. 

During the past two weeks Tun TRIBUNE hag 
published the replies of various candidates in 
answer to a printed circular addressed to them 
by the Civil-Service Reform League asking 
them to clearly explain their views on the man 
ner of conducting the civil service of this — 
try. whether National, State, or municipal, 
There was yesterday received the follow n 
from Senator George E. Adams, the Republican 
nominee for Congress from the Fourth District:

in reply l say that I believe in the necessis 
for a radical reform in the method of ph ub. 
ment to subordimate pogitions in the civil sory. 
ice of the United Sta Toe is Kepubiiey 
doctrine. Two National Kepublican conve ; 
tions and the Illinois Republican Stute Conyeq. 
tion held this year have deciared fur it, 6 
Hayes, and Gurtield have urged Congress to 4 
in the matter, and a. resident . Arthue 
has promised his earn support to ay 
legislation on the subject which * 
may see nt to adopt. The best way to reſorm 
the civil service we do not certainiy know and 
some say that no method is practicable: byt we 
ougnt to und out whether reform is practicabdis 
or not by trying to put it into practice. Ir the 
end sought is desirable. and we cannot tell witu- 
out trying what is the best way of attainmung that 
end, we ought ut least to try some way, and if 
that way fails we ought to try some otner way 

If all ways fail, something, at least. will ha; 
been gained, It civil-seryice reform is 
delusion, it will be weli to know it, so we 
can take it out of the party platforms. Aud it 
we find out that we cannot substitute some 
system of appointments for the preseut system, 
we can thereafter address ourselves more ear 
nestly to the task of reducing to a midimum the 
a which the present system necesgarily ip. 
volves. 

The plan of reform which. in my judgment, 
has the fairest show of success, is contained id 
the so-called “ Pendleton bill,” a copy of Wien 
you send me. If I am elected to Con and 

ave a chance to vote on this bill, or on some 
other Dill substantially the same, I intend to 


vote for it and pre it my earnest support. But 


Isnould greatly prefer to see the principle ot 
this bill applied at first to a small class uf ap- 
pointments, 80 the people could have 3 
chance to study its actual operation before it ig 
applied to appuintments generally. 

I approve the principle of this bill not because 
[ think that competitive examinanons (such (ag 
this bill provides for) furnish an accurate m 
od of putting the.right man in the richt place; | 
do not think so. On the contrary, I consider it 
an expensive, awkward, and inaccurate method, 
No business-man or manufacturer would chooss 
his employésin this way. It he did he would 
soon bankrupt his concern. But the exist 
agp of Federal appointments, under w 
they are so largely made by Sevators and Con- 
gressmen unacquainted with the needs of the 
service and incapabie of deciding impartially 
between rival applicants, is a method just as ex. 
pensive. awkward, and inaccurate as the other, 
and fur more demoralizing. 

The ideal civil-service system would have ag 
its basis an appointing power which should have 
a keeu interest in the efficiency of the serv 
full power to appoint and remove without gir- 
ing reasons, no political engugements to mak 
and no political debts to pay. But where to tind 
or bow to create such an appointing power I do 
not know. 

The President of the United States, not as be 
is, but as the Constitution originally intended 
him to be; if be bad been made ineligibie for a 
second term, would have nearly fuifilied the 
conditions. indicated; but as things are now! 
know of no better approximation to the true 
theory than a well-paid civil-service commis- 
sion, acting impartially, because acting by defl- 
25 rules— namely: by competitive examina. 

ons. 

A system of appointments by competitive ex- 
amination, bowever imperfect it may be ss 
method of choosing pubiic servants, will at 
least have this good effect: it will relieve the 
President and Congressmen from a vast amount 
of uncongeuia! labor, which seriously interferes 
with the performance of legitimate and impor- 
tant duties imposed on them by the Cuonstitu- 
tion; and it will release them from a relation ot 
mutuai dependence which is injurious to bow

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Cheering Increase in the Volume 
of East-Bound Freights. 


The Western Pools Satisfactorily Ad- 
just Their Differences. 


Continued Increase in East-Roundad 
Freight Shipments—Rallroad Officials 
— a. Better Business Here- 

we . : 
East-bound shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions from this eity increased about 

5,000 tons during the past week.. The of- 

ficers of the Eastern roads think this is the 

beginning of a beom in business, and that 
shipments will steadily increase hereafter, 
afid their spirits are therefore more buoyant 
than they have been for some time past. 

There can be no doubt that Eastern business 

Will improve somewhat hereatter provided 

there is no further advance in tates, as the 

roads will not much longer have to meet 
lake competition. Should the roads, how- 
ever, make the mistake of advancing the 
rates, as they are very likely to do, the in- 
dications pointing that way, they will 
find that business will not go forward 
as freely as they anticipate. ‘There is little 
beyond a consumptive demand in the East at 
the present prices, and an advance in rates 
would make the demand still liguter. Be- 
sides, the producers in the West are in no 
great hurry to sell, believing that they can 
get better prices hereafter, and the shipments 
of grain from the West to this point

That such is the case is 
shown by the fact that the increase in east- 

bound shipments was principaily due to a 

greater movement in flour. The slight in-

soon be advanced, and snippers are therefore 
anxious to get as much of their stuff forward 
as they can before the advance takes place. 
It looks somewhat strange durimg the 
last two weeks the Pan- dle Road should 
have led all other lines in the amount of 


business carried from this city. This road 
ordinarily is near the foot of the list. This 
phenomenon is not due to any unfair means 
being taken by that road to secure business, 
but to the fact that the Pittsburg & Fort 
Wayne, which is controlled by the 
same Ba nen was 80 crowded at some 
of its tern points, especially at Pittsburg 
and Allegheny, that it was not able to carry 
all the business that it was offered, and hence 
the traffic was turned over to the Pan-Handle. 

Although east-bound freights have consid- 
erably incre during the last two weeks, 
yet they do not reach by long odds the 
amou pow at this time last vear, when 
shipments had considerably decreased on

me. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and 
provisions for the week ending Nov. 4 by the 
six lines leading east from this city amounted 
to 31,052 tons, against 26,027 tons for the 
week previous, and against 45,798 tons for 
the corresponding week last year.

TUNIS. 


Death of the Bey. 
New York Herald. 

Tunrs, Oct. 28.—Sidi Mohamed-el-Sadok, 
the Bey of Tunis, died last evening. Sidi 
Ali Bey, brother of the dead Bey and the 
legitimate suecessor to the throne, has as- 
sumed power. The Bey had passed a bad 
night, the intestinal disorder with which he 
was troubled having takén the form of gan- 
grene. A high fever set in and the Bey was 
in a state of such extreme prostration that 
his condition was pronounced hopeless. At 
the installation of Sidi Ali Bey, M. Cambon, 
the French Minister, expressed the devotion 
of his Government to the new Bey, and said 
that France also expected the Bey’s attach- 
ment. M. Cambon afterwards addressed a 
circular to the foreign representatives noti- 
fying them of the death of Mohamed-el-Sadok 
and the accession of Sidi Ali. The ceremony 
of installation passed off quietly. 


The late Bey of Tunis belonged to a ‘fami- 
ly which has oceupied the throne of Tunis 
since 1601. His ancestor, Ben Ali Tourki, 
was a native of the Isle of Crete, who con- 
quered the country and assumed its sover- 
eignty. The Suitan ot Turkey claimed the 
suzerainty, and Ben Ali Tourki acknowl- 
edging it, proclaimed himself Bey,“ which 
means regent, The late Bey was ‘born on 
the 3d of October, 1813. He was the son of 
Bey Sidi Ahsin, and succeeded his brother, 
Mohamed Bey, on the 23d of September, 1859, 
About his early life accounts are rather 
vague. He was brought up by a fanatical 
moHah named Ismail Susi, a foe to European 
education and customs. Contrary to the 
wish of his father, the mollah would not per- 
mit the boy to acquire the French language. 
He would probably have grown up very 
ignorant had it not fallen to his lot to be- 
come acquainted with a French merchant 
who took a great interest in him and at 
whose house he often visited. There he 
learned the customs of civilization and was 
taught something of modern history. That 
this was not without fruit was made mani- 
fest later when he succeeded to the throne. 
One of his first public acts was to abolish the 
arem and to live in European fashion with 
one wife. Immediately after this revolu- 
tionary proceeding, which nota little aston- 
ished the true believers, he was guilty of 
another quite as remarkable. This was no 
less than the promulgation of a constitution. 
Until that time the Government of Tanis had 
been a despotism pure and simple. The bas- 
tinado and bowst —two powerful ad-

gether unknown in its annals. The late 
Bey was more progressivé. He issued a de- 
cree establishing courts of justice, and. even 
went so far as uarantee individual and 
religious liberty. He appointed a Ministerial 
Council of six, and constituted himself Pres- 
ident of the body.

This was 
what led to the Kroumir expedition in 1881, 
and to the troubles which ended in a disas- 
trous and destructive war and the occupation 
of Tunis by the French.

In those eleven years more than 60,000 
siaves have been spontaneously freed by their 
masters without compensation, while the State 
bas given liberty to more than 11,000, During 
the same period 280,000 children have been bora 
free.

OBITUARY. 


Sketch of the Life of the Late Josiah 
Quincy—The Rev. Bobert D. Morris, 
D. D.—Mrs. Mana Mitchell, of Mil- 
waukee, . 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 2.—The Hon. Josiah 
Quincy died suddenly this afternoon at his 
home here. He was born in Boston Jan. 17, 
1802, and was the son of Josiah Quincy, the 
second Mayor of Boston and ex-President of 
Harvard College. He went to Phillips 
Academy, Andover, and then to Harvard 
College, from which he graduated when he 
was 19 years old. He was a classmate of 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. After leaving col- 
lege he studied law, and was admitted to the 
bar. He soon began to take marked interest 
in public affairs, and was elected to the Com- 
mon Council for four years (1833-37), and its 
President for three years. In 1845 he was 
nominated by the Whigs for Mayor, and was 
elected by a handsome majority, and served 
until the first Monday in January, 1849. He 


had athorough knowledge of municipal af- 
fairs, and his administration was character- 
ized by much of the energy and ability which 
distinguished his father’s service of 
the city. Many important public works 
were inaugurated and ed t. and 
it was largely through his efforts that 
water was first introduced into the city in 
1845. The police force was organized, and a 
force of twenty-two day men and eight night 
men took the places of the 150 men form 

the old night watch. After completing his 
term of service as Mayor, he became a mem- 


ber of the epee em gy mer at the time of his 


death was the oldest living ex-President of 
the State Senate. He was also the oldest 
commander of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. He was a member of the 
Governor’s staff when Lafayette came to 
Boston, and traveled through the country 
with him. He was formerly Treasurer of 
the Western Railroad, now Boston & Albany, 
and held many other official sitions. In 
1830 he married Miss Mary J. Miller, of Bos- 
ton, who died some years since. He leaves 
two sons and one daughter, who are heirs to 
a very large property. Until within four or 
five years Mr. Quincy resided in Boston, since 
which time he has lived on the fine old estate 
at Wallaston, which has been the family 
homestead since 1 and the title deed to 
Quincys by the In- 
dians. ,

Again journeying to California in 1859 
he engaged in journalism, and at the breaking 
out of the War took the field in the capacity 
of correspondent, remaining until the break- 
ing up of the rebellion. In the year 1866 Mr. 
Simonton became Manager of the Associated

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ECUADOR. 


The City of Guayaquil, and its Pe- 
culiarities. 
Funny Incident of a Visit There 
Eighteen Years Ago. 


Perils in Ascending Chimborazo, and 
Greater Perils in Descending. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
Guayaquit, Ecuador, Sept. 20.—Modern 
civilizahon has at last commenced making 
its inroads into this country. The comple- 
tion of the telegraph line which places Guay- 
aqull in direct communication with New 
York will hereafter be remembered as the 
first awakening of the Ecuadorians from the 
sleep of ignorance and the lethargy which 
have enveloped their senses for centuries. 
Since the days of the Spanish conquest this 
South American country has made but little 
advancement, save perhaps in the slow and 
natural increase of its population. “There 
has been nothing to attract immigration: in 
fact, foreigners have generally been looked 
upon with jealousy and suspicion. But the 
telegraph will arouse the people to a know!l- 
edge of the fact that there are other nations 
beyond the towering summits of the Andes; 
and that they bave other duties before them 
than merely to take sides in the frequently- 
recurring “* revolutions.” 

IN ILLUSTRATION OF THE IGNORANCE 
which prevails, I will narrate an incident 
which occurred not long since. In conver- 
sation with a gentleman of wealth, and who 
occupied an honorable position under the 
Government, [ endeavored to describe to him 
one of the battles of the Civil War in the 
United States. When I had finished he 
asked me: | 

„Where is the United States? “ 

“Well,” I replied, astonished at his lack of 
geographical knowledge, “it lies some 1,200 
or 1,500 miles north of here.“ 

* How large is it?” he asked. 

“I can hardly tell exactly the size of the 
country.“ I responded; “ but it reaches from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, and from British 
America to the Gulf of Mexico.“ 

Is it as large as Guayaquil?” inquired 
he. 

This was a 2 Answering that I 
thought it was, 1 dismissed the subject in 
disgust. While Ido not mean to assert that 
all Ecuadorians are as poorly versed in geog- 
raphy as the gentleman quoted above, the 
great majority of the people are no better in- 
formed. 

GUAYAQUIL 

is a city of some 20,000 or 25,000 inhabitants. 
It is an inland town, situated upon the 
Guayas River, some sixty miles from its 
mouth. Its appearance, as viewed from the 
water, is very pleasing. Atits northern ex- 
tremity is a huge promontory, on which are 
a Government hospital a slight earth- 
work battery. To the southward the coun- 
try is low, woody marshy; while to the 
rear, or westward, several lofty, jagged hills 
stand guard over the neighboring saban- 
jos.” The river in front of the city is about 
tive miles wide, although the main channel 
is quite narrow—the greater part of the 
width being taken up with a long, flat, sandy 
island, several miles in length, and destitute 
of all verdure. Looming up in the distance 
is that snow-capped — s the giant Andes, 
Mt. Chimborazo, believed by many to be the 
highest mountain in the world. Not many 
miles away is another mountain, called 
„Shanghai“ by foreigners. This, while not 
being volcanic in appearance, at periodical 
intervals emits a rumbling sound; and, when- 
ever the rumbling is not heara at the regular 
time, the inhabitants of the surrounding 
country manifest considerable alarm, believ- 
ing that an earthquake is sure to shake them 
up before long. Generally the alarm is weil 
founded. 

THE UNIFORMITY OF ARCHITECTURE 
in this city is remarkable, and a description of 
one house will answer for nearly all. The 
bulldings are all of w painted white— 
sometimes two storiesin hight, but mostl 
three stories. They stand in rows, with bal- 
conies projecting from each of the upper 
stories, completely sheltering the sidewalks 
beneath. The wealthier and better class of 
citizens, thinking it a symbol of rank to live 
as high in the air as possible, occupy the up- 
per floors. Those not so well-to-do in the 
world, or who do not fill quite so high a sta- 
tion in life, are domiciled in the second 
stories; while the stores and places of busi- 
ness * the first floors. he great bulk 
of the city lies along the malecon,“ or wa- 
ter-front; while in the rear are the sub- 
urbs - consisting of miserable, dilapidated 
huts, whose principal features are dirt and 
filth, matching well the appearance of the 


‘half-starved and sickly-looking natives 


who comprise the lower classes of 
the population. The streets everywhere 
look as though they never had been 
swept or cleaned since the city was com- 
menced; yet the general health of the place 
is excellent, and, despite the heaps of dirt, the 
principal avenues really appear well, and 
possess many pleasing characteristics. Along 
the river, hundreds of poor, wretched-look- 
ing Indians live in canoes and “‘ valsas”’ or 
rafts, that are moved from spot to spot as the 
wills of their inhabitants direct. Among 
these Indians are found numbers who are 
termed pintos,“ by reason of their bodies 
being partly white and bertly dark-hued. 
Sometimes they are seen with large spots of 
white all over their copper-colored flesh; 
and I once saw one of them whose face was 
white on one side and nearly black on the 
other, the nose being the dividing line. 

I shail never forget 

MY PIRST VISIT TO GUAYAQUIL, 

just eighteen years ago. I was then an offi- 
cer on the United States steamer 
Saginaw—a beautiful, yacht-like vessel. 
which was su uently lost by striking an 
island in the Pacific which was not laid down 
on thecharts. Our arrival in front of the 
city caused considerable consternation among 
the populace, and forthe following reason: 
Theatre-goers of twenty-five or thirty 
years ago well remember the famous Keller 
troupe of tableaux performers. After a 
most suecessful tour through Europe and 
America, Keller unfortunately conceived the 
idea of epg | South America, and, after 

rforming in Brazil, worked his way over- 
and to Ecuador. Robped by bandits and 
otherwise unlucky he reached Guayaquil 
with only a remnant of his once magnificent 
company. Shortly before our arrival he had 
been thrown into prison for shooting and 
killine a Spaniard who, after first insulting 
his (Keller’s) daughter, had attempted her 
lite. The shooting was fully justified by the 
circumstances: but Keller, although repeat- 
edly demanding it, was refused atrial. The 
authorities were indisposed to deal justly 
with him owing to his being a foreigner. 
He was a Pole y birth, but claimed to be a 
citizen of the United States, and threw him- 
selt upon the protection of the American Con- 
sul, who, unable to persuade the authorities 
to bring the cause to a fair trial in the courts, 
had threatened to refer the matter to the 
United States Government. Just at this 
time the Saginaw suddenly appeared o it 
the city, where a foreign man of war had not 
been seen for twenty years. Of course, we 
were ignorant of affairs in the city, our visit 
being purely accidental; but the citizens as- 
sumed the Consul had sent for us, and

Continually turning sharp corners, 
with jagged rocks rising precipitously on one 
side, and a bottomless chasm yawning in aw- 
ful blackness on the other—now and then 
crossing a fearful abyss, having no other 
bridge than the trunk of a tree laid across 
and after what I looked upon as many hair- 
breadth escapes, I reached a point where, 
my time being limited, I was forced to com- 
mence the return-trip. 
But going ap a mountain is very different 
from; goingdown. If 1 deemed the ascent 
dangerous, 1 scarcely know what term to

hat I realized the full perils of such a road. 
For nearly the whole distance I verily be- 
lieve 1 could not have walked a step, so 
abrupt was the pathway. Following the di- 
rections of my guide, whtich were to im- 
plicitly trust everything to the animal I 
rode, and by no means to touch the reins, 
I say “slid” because that word will best de- 
scribe the mode of progress. Stones flew 
before the feet of the burro in a perfect 
cloud, and my mind painted many a picture 
of what would become of 7 like the 
stones, 1 tumbled into one of numerous 
chasms. Many and many atime the road 
seemed to lead directly into a black abyss; 
but, without in the least checking his speed, 
the animal would suddenly turn a sharp cor- 
ner, and only my firm grip on the saddle 
prevented me from being thrown off with the 
sudden change of direction. What if we 
should meet anybody com up?’ “What 
if the burro should stumble, or the saddle- 
girth break ?’ These and similar questions 
incessantly flashed through my mind, and 
were not calculated to inspire me with extra 
courage. Sometimes one of the log bridges 
I have mentioned would cross ac m im- 
mediately at the foot of a steep declivity;

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ABOLITION AND PROHIBITION 


CutcaGo, Nov. 4.—The advocates of pro- 
hibition seem in all honesty to urge their 
policy as the legitimate successor of the Abo- 
lion movement. Amongst the old Abolition- 
ists were many who regarded Abolition and 
Prohibition as twin brothers, and would fain 
have * 3 twins, to live or die 
together; bu ey were, fortunately, over- 
pcr and Ag mor men the one distinct 
ssue on whic third-party policy was 
maintained and justified before the world. 

In the N Convention held in Pitts- 
burg in 1892 the convention which organized 
the Free Democratic party and made the Re- 
publican party a necessity by defeating the 
Whig, Gerrit Smith, used his best effort to 
introduce a prohibition plank into the plat- 
form. Hisspeech on that occasion was one 
of the greatest efforts of his great life, 
and if any prohibition literature can live it 
wust ** go ringing down the grooves of time.“ 
To those who heard it, his magnificent pres- 
ence, his superb voice, and inimitable elo- 
quence, with the grand audience to which he 
spoke, must reniain a memory unegualed in 
sublimity. I have never since heard a pro- 
hibition speech that was not a poor rehash of 
his argument, for he talked four hours, held 
his packed audience spell-bound, and ex- 


hausted the subject. 


Henry Wilson sat on the platform, and 1 
could see by his face and that of many an- 


other that they felt the cause lost; felt that 


he had carried the convention, and that the 
plank he urged would so split the platform 
as. to leave no hope for the slave. But that 
was a time and place in which Titans hurled 
mountains, and by the time Joshua R. Gid- 
dings had furnished his reply prohibi- 
tion was a dead issue, so far as 
the anti-slavery movement was con- 
cerned. Abloitionists bound themselves 
to the rescue of the involuntary slave; to 
the help of those who were doing their best 
to help themselves, distinctly refusing to 
turn aside to drag men, perforee, out of 
that slavery to which they rush with the alac- 
rity of the demon-driven swine into the sea. 

Abolition on that day repudiated pro- 
hibition by such an overwhelming majority 
that there was scarce a corporal’s guard left 
to follow Smith in his withdrawal from the 
party. Heand his little handful of earnest 
men ‘had an organization of their own, and 
maintained it, while the party from which 
he withdrew went on its glorious way 
wiping from the escutcheon of our country 
the damning blot of chattel slavery, so far 
as National law is concerned. But the work 
so grandly begun is not yet completed: and, 
until it is, it is treason to human. freedom to 
talk of breaking it down. 

The very foundation, corner-stone of the 
Republican party was laid in repudiation of 
prohibition, and those who would turn it 
aside or incumber it with that issue are blind 
to the importance and unfinished state of 
its mission, roses 

But the argument is, that if Abolitionists 
were right in organizing a third party pro- 
hibitionists must also be right, and the suc- 
cess of the Abolition party is quoted as evi- 
dence that the Prohibition party must suc- 
ceed. As Abolitionists pressed their issue 
regardless of the effect on other parties, so 
Prohibitionists press theirs, and the whole 
movement is carried on under cover of that 
one which in its inception distinctly , repu- 
diated it. . 

Essential differences are overlooked and 
analogies assumed where there are none. In 
the first place, chattel slavery was created by 
positive law, enforced against the will of the 
victim, while drunkenness is in every case a 
matter of choice. Slavery had existed in all 
of the thirteen original States, and abolition 
had abolished it in eight of them long

POPE LEO’S GREAT WORK. 
THE RECONCILIATION OF THE ORIENTAL AND 
THE LATIN CHURCHES. 

Roux, Oct. 17.—Leo XIII. is a practical 
Pope. He overcomes the greatest difficulties. 
One of the hardest Papal problems has been 


| the reconciliation ot the Latin and the Orient- 
al Churches. The Oriental Church rites are | 


so national that they have invariably refused 
todiscard them, The priests have repre- 
sented Rome as an enemy fo these rites and 
to the people who cling to them. It was a 
knotty question. No Pope has understood it 
as quick as Leo XIII., and no one was more 
ready to do justice. The Oriental liturgy 
really rests on the holy Fathers who spread 
the faith and the Gospel in the East. Hence 
Leo XIII. last year sanctioned the adoration 
of St. Cyrillus and Methodius by the Orient- 
al Churehes, and ingrafted iton the Latin 
Church. This glorification of these saints 
pacified the communions separated from 
Rome. It gave the lie to the enemies of the 
Latin Chureh, who alleged that Rome 
wanted to tyrannize the consciences of the 
Oriental communionus, destroy their lawful 
traditions, and abolisn their ancient rites. 

The establishment of several colleges in 
Mesopotamia and Syria for the education of 
Oriental priests is another good step taken 
by the Pope toward the reconciliation of the 
two churches. But the master step is the re- 
establishment of the Greek rite in those Oc- 
cidental churches where such rite had fallen 
into disuse. Such was the case with the 
celebrated Abbey of Grottaferrata, near 
| nee. This abbey was founded by St. N tabs 
Ile established the Greek rite just as it is ob- 
served by the Basilian monks of Lower Cala- 
bria.

The American Tract Society is cireulating 
religious pamphiets in 146 languages. 


The late Dr. Pusey urged the rising gener- 
ation of clergymen to study the Fathers, espe- 
cially St. Augustine, as well as the Scriptures. 

The Unitarian Church at Duxbury has 
been in existence for 250 years, anda few days 
ago made its first call to the rate in forty- 
eight years, the Rev. Josiah re having been 
pastor since 1884. 

The Church of England asa whole is the 
largest landowner in the kingdom, and Canon 
Wilberforce has calied attention to the fact that 
it is also the largest owner of publio- houses, 
and pronounced it a “grievous scandal.” 

The new plan of synod organization in the 
Presbyterian Church, making each synod co- 
extensive with the State, has proved a failure in 
New York. for the reason that it was over- 
loaded with delegates who had a legal right to 
be present. 

The Interior laments that the practice of 
memorizing the Scriptures bas passed away from 
the Sabbath-schools, and it is pow a rare thing 
to find Sunday-scool teachers who can recite 
from memory a single chapter ia the life of 
Christ or even one of the Psalms.

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THANKSGIVING- DAY. 


History of the Festival-Day and Its 
in—Prevailing Theories 
Al Wrong. 


An amiable divine who, very likely, has 
learned his mistake from some of the an- 
cients-whom, ere this, he may be supposed 
to have met, says, in a volume serene to the 


subject of Thanksgiving-Day, that con- 


nected with it are no superstitious rites, 
handed down from time immemorial: no 
revelings in baronial halls; no decorations 
of houses or churehes with garlands or 
evergreens; no wassailings, no shout- 
ings, no carols, no riotous dis- 
sipation.” This deelaration, with its neat 
allusion to Christmas, calls to mind what 
has been said about one of our American 
reviewers, who, we are told, ‘cannot produce 
a criticism upon Robinson Crusoe” with- 
out making an attack upon “ Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” Evidently the writer referred to 
was thinking about Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas as they appeared in his own virtuous 
dining-room, existing in his mind’seye. The 
wickedness and innate depravity of Christ- 
mas greens and garlands we do not, 
however, presume to defend any 
more than the corrupting carols and 
riotous dissipation. It may, never- 
theless, be said in extenuation for our com- 
fort that, viewed in its broader aspects, 
Thanksgiving-Day is, after all, in about the 
same predicament as Christmas. This brings 
us to a recognition of the fact that Thanks- 
giving-Day has not always kept the select 
company supposed by the writer referred to. 
Nor can it be said that it was New England 
that imparted to the day its sombre features, 
for it had such features, and was made com- 
pulsory like the Sunday observances. 
Where, then, shall we look for the origin of 
Thanksgiving. A writer in the New En- 
glander (1879, p. 240) suys: 

Thereisa certain tradition which wanders 
about New Engiand in a lawiess kind of w 
and which — dang to account for the orig n 
of Thank Day. The story runs somewhat 
as follows; In early days of the New Eu- 
gland settlements the people somewhere were 
gathered together to consider the propriety of 
appointing a day for fasting and prayer, in view 
of the many sorrows and ealamitics by = 
they were then encompassed. One 
more — * hearted than the rest, 1—— 
to suggest propriety of counting up the 
many j *. which had fallen to their lot and 
impressed his thought so deeply upon the minds 
of those present that they conciuded to appoiut 
a day of thanksgiving instead ot a dayof fast- 
ing. From this ancient circumstance we have 
our modern festival, Twice within a year or 
two we have 8 this tradition ing 

on Thanksgiving-Day. From 

— incidents ofa Al kind we have 

ed to believe that the people at large have 

rather obscure ideas on the general subject. It 

is not at all unlikely that somewhere and at 

some time in a local New Eugland church mat- 

ters took shape in the way described in the 

above tradition. But it is quite certain that our 

November festival did not have its origin in that 
manner. 


The writer then goes on to say that 
THE ORIGIN OF THE DAY 
is hard to find, suggesting that Increase 
Mather, if alive, could tell all about it. Yet 
the origin of the story which he recites is 
preserved in the ancient records of Charies- 
town, where, under date of Feb. 5, 1631, we 
learn that the fast day previously appointed 
Was changed, and ordered to be kept as a 


day of thanksgiving,“ on account of the ar- 


rival of a ship with provisions. 

The idea of Thanksgiving-Day is as old as 
the human race. It is a part of natural re- 
ligion. Im connection with the fruits of the 
earth the thanksgiving festival has been 
celebrated from the remotest antiquity. We 
find it in the Seventh Idyll of Theocritus, 
where Simichidas says: Now, this is 
our way to the Thalysia; for our 
friends, im sooth, are making a feast to 
Demeter (Ceres) of the beautiful robe, offer- 
ing the first fruits of their abundance. Since, 
for them, in bounteous measare, the goddess 
has piled the trashing floor with barley.” 
Plutareh tells of the Emperor who, after his 
return to Rome from a disastrous campaign, 
concealed the facts and proclaimed a 
“* Thankasgiving,’”’ which was duly observed; 
explaining, whey the facts came to be known, 
that he did not wish to deprive the people of 
aday ofenjoyment. Under the Hebrew dis- 
pensation thanksgiving was observed as the 
Feast of Tabernacles, of of — Ingathering:

I found one of my reoom-mates on deck en- 
joying a smoke in the open air—Mr. Mills— 
a little, stout, jolly-lookmg, red-faced man, 
with a gorgeous blue-and-gold fez and big 
meerschaum pipe. I never saw him without 
that pipe and OP» and if I recollect aright he 
wore them in „ However, 1 may be mis- 
taken. We drank some tea and whisky-punch 
together, and smoked in sweet com panionshi 
until bed-time. Then I climbed into my bunk 
without undressing and slept soundly until 
morning. I was awakened by Aaron—but I 
don’t think I have introduced Aaron 
yet, and I must at oncedoso. Aaron was 
another of my room-mates. He was an inno- 
cent-looking, ginger-whiskered, big-featured, 
good-natured fellow, who became my inti- 
mate friend. His name was Reginald Will- 
jam Freeman, so we got to call him Aaron 
for short. Iwas awakened by him rolling 
out of the opposit bunk, bawling, ** We sail 
the ocean blue, and our gallant ship’s a 
beauty.”

Dinner 
consisted of soup, corned beef, and vegeta- 
bles, and fresh meat four times weekly; also 
some half-baked pies and puddings for des- 
sert which none but a restaurant-boarding 
American could eat with safety. Supper, 
cold meat, coffee, etc. At every meal were 
served great dishes of lrish stew and hodge- 
podge. Popular, too, these dishes were, but 
to me they were haunted with something of 
the — igh & and obscurity which belongs to 
a free-lunch sausage, 80 let them alone. 
Altogether, the food was plentiful and good 
besides being well cooked and cleanly and 

neatly served. 

We steamed down St. George’s Channel 
and up to Cork Harbor, anchoring in view of 
Queenstown and the beautiful scenery sur- 
rounding it. A tender came out to us with 
a great many passengers, principally of the 
name of Murphy. At least I gathered that 
from the names painted on the luggage. My 
attention was particularly drawn to one poor 
girl who was getting on board with a wee 
mite of a baby in her arms. Her white face 
and emaciated appearance made me think 
she should have been in bed instead of going 
on arough passage across the ocean. One 
of the Queenstown 32338 told me that 
there had been a painful scene when the 
tender was leaving the quay, the poor girl 
screaming, begging, and implo her rela- 
tives who were there to take her home again, 
but they paid no attention to her entreaties, 
though they had to assist her on board, she 
was so helpless from nervous terror.

Then on moonlight nights we had such 
jolly dances.

A BOOM IN OIL. . . 
Great Excitement in the Petroleum 
Market—Millions of Barrels of 
Oil Change Hands.

The wiidest excitement prevailed 
in the exchange when the price reached that 
figure. Brokers pushed and jostied each 
other in their excitement, knocking off hats 


and trampling them on the floor. One broker 
gave an Indian yell and jumped the “ bull- 
ring.“ During the balance of the session a 
perfect pandemonium prevailed. The market 
closed firm at $1.043¢—seven and one-fourth 
cents above the opening price. This — 
highest point the market has attained sin 
July, 1880, when oll sold at 51.06. 
Since that time the opening of new and ex- 
tensive fields has kept thé market down. 
Cherry Grove and her gushers sent prices 
down to 543¢ cents per barrei in September. 
The failure of Cherry Grove sent the market 
upward, and for nearly two months the bulls 
have been fighting for dollar oil. The ad- 
vance was caused by unusually large orders 
to buy crude for heavy New York specu- 
lators, and also by the fact that an accurate 
estimate of the entire production of the New 
York and Pennsylvania fields was less 
than 55,000 arrels per day—an 
amount which about covers. the average 
daily consumption. The. announcement that 
the New York Exchange had reached $1 was 

greeted with the wildest demonstrations of 
delight. Hats flew up to the ceiling, and the 
building rang with cheers, Over “000 bar- 
rels of oil chan hands at $1, the highest 
point reached be $L.05. The city is wild 
with excitement, and $1.10 is ony, offered 
to call tomorrow. It is expected that $1.10 
will be reached before the month is out.
